INTRODUCTION. 

In undertaking the compilation of a brief history, or geneal- 
ogy, of this branch of the Clarke family, I have avoided tradition 
so far as possible, using authentic sources and records as a basis 
for the work. History concedes the name is of distinguished der- 
ivation, originally derived from the word "Clericus," meaning a 
priest, or those engaged in clerical pursuits and sources of learn- 
ing, the designation "clerk" being given them, and was pro- 
nounced "Clark," the final "e" being added later, probably about 
the year 1600. 

Joseph Clarke was born in Suffolk, England, about 1600 and 
came to this country in 1632. He settled in Windsor, Connecti- 
cut, and served in King Phillips war. We have every reason to 
believe that he was the founder of our family in this country, and 
that Rev. Jonas Clarke, of Lexington, Mass., was his grandson 
and father of Jeremiah Clarke (First). 

The Clarkes have worthy records, in the Colonial, Revolution, 
Civil and Spanish-American wars, and have also been prominent 
in civil and judicial life. 

Abraham Clark, a son of Captain David Clark, and cousin 
of Rev. Jonas, Clarke, was a signer of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. The family boast a coat-of-arms, which reproduced 
are : A sable, a mullett of six points, pierced, or, within a bor- 
dure argent, charged with three cross crosslets fitchee of the field. 
Crest a mullett of six points, argent. Motto, "Animo et Scientia," 
"Courage and Skill." 



JEREMIAH CLARKE. (FIRST.) 

Born in Preston, Connecticut, 1733. 

He was in the war of the Revolution, settled on New Hamp- 
shire grants in 1767 at West Shaftsbury, Vermont, where he 
lived fifty years. Was member of first convention of delegates 
from towns, in July, 1776; major in 1777; was member of first 
Council of Safety of Vermont, 1778; judge of first court, and 
member of executive council for years.

He died in Shaftsbury, Vermont, aged 84 years. 

He had one brother, Capt. David Clarke, of Plainfield, Con- 
necticut, who fell in the war of the Revolution, Sept. 17th, 1777.

Founder of the great fish culture industry, which was recog- 
nized and adopted by the United States Government, and this 
source of supply of food fish is a monument to his intelligent 
anticipation of the people's requirements.

At present, and for some years a resi- 
dent of Northville, Mich., honored in civil life, and by the Masonic 
fraternity, in various positions of trust and responsibility. He is 
superintendent of Michigan stations, United States Fish Commis- 
sion ; in charge of hatching stations located at various points.
